Martha Hyer, Arthur Kennedy, Nancy Gates and Leora Dana Also Have Big Roles 
in CinemaScope and Color Film Version of James Jones’ Best-Selling Novel 


With Frank Sinatra, Dean Martin, 
Shirley MacLaine, Martha Hyer, Ar- 
thur Kennedy and Nancy Gates head- 
ing a topflight cast, “Some Came Run- 
ning,” the best-selling novel by James 
Jones, author of “From Here to Eter- 
nity,” has been brought to the screen 
by MGM as one of the year’s most 
dramatic motion pictures. 

Laid in a small mid-western town 
of America in the post-war era, the 
story begins with the return of Dave 
Hirsh to Parkman, Illinois, after his 
Army discharge and then depicts what 
happens to him, to two girls who fall 
under his spell, and to a varied assort- 
ment of other citizens and temporary 
residents of Parkman. 

Frank Sinatra, who won an Academy 
Award for his portrayal in “From Here 
to Eternity,” plays the new James Jones 


hero, a man with conflicting personality 
facets. Dave Hirsh is a writer who has 
had two novels published but whose 
lack of commercial success has dis- 
couraged him about finishing his third 
book. He is also a man who likes liquor, 
fights, gambling and girls. 

The two girls who come into his life 


in Parkman are of widely contrasting 
natures. Ginny (Shirley MacLaine) is 
a good-natured, illiterate girl of easy- 
going morals, who is wildly in love with 
Dave; Gwen (Martha Hyer) is an in- 
structor at the local college, first drawn 
toward Dave because of her admiration 
for his writing, then finding herself 
against her will in a romantic involve- 
ment. 

Before he is in Parkman long, Dave 
also has become involved in other rela- 
tionships. One is with the happy-go- 
lucky, itinerant gambler, Bama (Dean 
Martin), who becomes his close friend. 
A second is with Dave’s older brother, 


Frank (Arthur Kennedy), whom he 
dislikes, and with the latter’s wife, 
Agnes (Leora Dana) and daughter, 
Dawn (Betty Lou Keim). When Frank 
has an illicit affair with his secretary 
(Nancy Gates), the disillusioned Dawn 
is ready to run off with the first mar 
who comes along, but is checked by 
Dave. 

The plot interweaves episodes involv- 
ing these people, rising to its climax 
when a jealous Gwen rejects Dave. The 
story then reaches a suspenseful denoue- 
ment which ironically takes place amid 
the honky-tonk atmosphere of the 
town’s Centennial Festival. 

“Some Came Running” was filmed 
in CinemaScope and Metrocolor. It was 
produced by Sol C. Siegel and was di- 
rected by Vincente Minnelli from a 
screen play by John Patrick and Ar- 
thur Sheekman. Much of the action was 
filmed on location in Madison, Indiana, 
a typical American small town closely 
resembling that described in Jones’ 
book.

Martin was required to wear a hat 
throughout the entire footage of the 
picture. He plays a gambling character 
who considers his hat to be his luck 
and even wears it in bed during a hos- 
pital sequence of the story. The only 
time he takes his hat off is in the pic- 
ture’s final fadeout. 


“SOME CAME RUNNING” FILMED LARGELY ON LOCATION 
IN MADISON, INDIANA, TYPICAL AMERICAN SMALL TOWN 


Madison, Indiana, located seventy- 
three miles from Cincinnati and 2,126 
miles from Los Angeles, was the focal 
point of one of the most important 
films to come from Hollywood this 
year. 

It is “Some Came Running,” screen 
version of the controversial novel by 
James Jones. Its characters are inter- 
preted by one of the most impressive 
casts assembled in a decade, with Frank 
Sinatra, Dean Martin, Shirley Mac- 
Laine, Martha Hyer and Arthur Ken- 
nedy in the key roles. 

Madison hosted this group of stellar 
personalities along with a crew of 70 
location workers for scenes filmed in 
the community. It was selected because 
of its striking resemblance to Parkman, 
Illinois, the fictional town described by 
Jones in his novel. Landmarks of Madi- 
son, such as the local hotel, the bank, 
Hanover College and one of the larger 
residences were used for both exteriors 
and. interiors. The studio also took a 
lease on two vacant store buildings in 
the same business district, transform- 
ing one into the Frank Hirsh Jewelry 
Store and the other into Smitty’s Bar, 
both of which play an important part in 
the story. 

Sinatra, whose talents as a dramatic 
star were recognized by the Academy 
for his work in the first Jones novel, 
“From Here to Eternity,” has the top 
role in the film, that of Dave Hirsh, a 
returned World War II veteran, who 
goes back to his home town to be thrust 
into the environment and frustrations 
from which he escaped as a boy. 

Dean Martin, another singer success- 
fully turned dramatic (“The Young 
Lions” and ‘Rio Bravo”), shares act- 
ing honors with Sinatra as Bama, light- 
hearted gambler, friend and protector 
of the returned G.I. 

Shirley MacLaine is the pathetic lit- 
tle waif befriended by Sinatra; Martha 
Hyer the college instructor who fights 
against her natural desire to love and be 
loved; Academy Award nominee Ar- 
thur Kennedy is Frank, hard-headed 
businessman brother of the vacillating 
Dave. 

Impressed by the strength of the 
characters and the emotional impact of 
the story, MGM _ purchased Jones’ 
novel from the galley proofs several 
months before it appeared on the book 
shelves of the country. Sol C. Siegel, 
Production Head of the studio, per- 
sonally assumed the production reins, 
with John Patrick and Arthur Sheek-

man, ace script writers, given the as- 
signment of whipping Jones’ original 
1,260-page book into a fast moving 
screen play. 

The director is Vincente Minnelli, 
whose Hollywood hit score is one of the 
highest in the industry, with “Gigi” 
and “The Reluctant Debutante” break- 
ing records formerly established by 
such other Minnelli achievements as 
“An American in Paris,’s“Tea and 
Sympathy” and “Lust for Life.” 


LONGEST BOOM SHOT 


The longest boom shot in recent 
motion picture history was taken by 
MGM Cinematographer William 
Daniels for a scene filmed on loca- 
tion in Madison, Indiana, for “Some 
Came Running,” screen version of 
the James Jones best-selling novel. 

Encompassing a segment of two 
states, Kentucky and Indiana, and 
separated by the Ohio River, Di- 
rector Vincente Minnelli set up a 
long shot covering three miles of the 
Ohio River and following a bus go- 
ing from Kentucky to Indiana, with 
Frank Sinatra and Shirley Mac- 
Laine as passengers. 

Sinatra, Miss MacLaine, Dean 
Martin, Martha Hyer, Arthur Ken- 
nedy, Leora Dana and Nancy Gates 
head the all-star cast of “Some 
Came Running,” produced by Sol C. 
Siegel. 


Shirley Can Do Without 
Hamburgers for Awhile 


For a scene with Frank Sinatra in 
MGM’s “Some Came Running,” Shir- 
ley MacLaine was required to eat a 
hamburger. 

After two rehearsals and three false 
“takes,” Shirley had consumed a good 
part of five hamburgers. On the fourth 
take, she played the scene through, fin- 
ishing her sixth hamburger.

What is a woman’s most valuable 
asset ? 

“Just being a woman,” says red- 
haired Shirley MacLaine. “Too many 
girls are forgetting that and are try- 
ing to be like men.” 

The actress, currently starring as 
Ginny, the girl from the wrong side 
of the tracks, in MGM’s “Some Came 
Running,” film version of James Jones’ 
best-selling novel, points out her own 
life as an example of what not to do. 

“T never had a date until I was six- 
teen,” she says. “I played first base on 
the varsity baseball team, ran the hun- 
dred-yard dash and high jumped on the 
track team. The boys wouldn’t date me 
because I didn’t act like a girl. How- 
ever, | must admit, in my last year I 
led the team in hitting with a .425 
average.” 

However, Shirley eventually outgrew 
her tomboy activities, and then the boys 
began to flock around. 

“So be feminine,” the vivacious Miss 
MacLaine declares. “Learn what the 
boys are interested in, but don’t try to 
better them.” 

The character she plays in “Some 
Came Running” did not require this 
advice. As described in the screen play 
by John Patrick and Arthur Sheek- 
man, Ginny is about twenty-three, 
pretty, but in an off-beat manner. Her 
hair is always tousled, looking as 
though she had used an egg-beater on 
it. 

Adds Shirley, “Ginny wears too 
much make-up, her clothes suggest 
cheapness in taste as well as price. But 
beneath her brash assurance there is a 
tremendous desire to be liked. Even a 
girl like Ginny, with no education, an 
unfortunate unbringing and very little 
common sense, knows that men want 
to feel that they dominate women.” 

Shirley is married to motion picture 
producer Steve Parker, who makes 
many of his films in Japan. When she 
is working in Hollywood and her hus- 
band is in the Orient, their telephone 
bills sometimes run into four figures 
during a single month. 

“T’m buying stock in the telephone 
company,” says Shirley.

(This is the sort of day Frank Sinatra spent when he was starring at MGM in 
“Some Came Running” ) 


The alarm clock rings and rings. 
Then a well-groomed hand _ reaches 
from a king-size bed for the shut-off 
button. Fifteen minutes later, a clock 


radio goes off and a voice is heard: 
“Tt’s 9 am., Frank Sinatra time on 
the Dick Whittinghill Show. And 
here’s a selection from his latest al- 
bum.” 

The melody of “One More for the 
Road” is heard and the slender figure 
rises from the bed. A day with Frank 
Sinatra has begun. 

Still groggy from sleep, Sinatra 
walks into the bathroom and with a 
grunt steps under an ice-cold shower. 
After dressing, he has his daily order 
of orange juice, toast and coffee, then 
looks over his messages. He sees that 
he is due in at MGM for make-up at 
11:30. (When Sinatra is working on a 
picture, they film from 12 noon until 
8 p.m.). A note to call Dean Martin, 
another from Peter Lawford. One 
from Capitol Records, another from 
his manager, Hank Sanicola. He 
spends the next half hour answering 
the messages over the telephone. 


At 11 am., Sinatra steps into his 
sports car and drives to the studio, 
where his wardrobe man, make-up man 
and secretary are waiting for him. He 
immediately goes to his dressing room, 
shaves and puts on the wardrobe for 
the day’s filming. 

When he isn’t before the cameras, 
he spends most of his time on the 
telephone. He makes recording dates, 
sets up his next picture for Hobart 
Productions, which he owns, works 
out a singing appearance at the Sands 
Hotel in Las Vegas, makes appoint- 
ments for interviews and checks on 
his varied business enterprises. 

At the end of the day’s filming, he 
drives back to his hilltop home for a 
shower and change of clothes. Then 
he’s ready for dinner. 

“T like dinner at the Villa Capri,” 
he says with a grin. “I own a piece of 
ihe 

At 11:30 p.m., he goes back home, 
reads the scenes that he will have to 
do the next day, checks his telephone 
schedule and puts on his extra large 
striped pajamas. 

By midnight, “The Voice” is in bed. 


Won Film Role Because 
She’s a Property Owner 


The fact that she is a property 
owner won Connie Gilchrist her role 
in MGM’s “Some Came Running,” film 
version of the James Jones best-seller 
novel, in which she appears with Frank 
Sinatra, Dean Martin, Shirley Mac-

Miss Gilchrist, who recently pur- 
chased a thirty-two unit rental in 
Santa Monica, was helping the decora- 
tors move in furnishings when she re- 
ceived a call to report at the office of 
Vincente Minnelli, director of “Some 
Came Running.”

WELL, BETTY LOU 
CAN DRIVE NOW! 


For a scene in MGM’s “Some Came 
Running,” Betty Lou Keim was asked 
by Director Vincente Minnelli to drive 
a car. Miss Keim, who is from New 
York, admitted shamefacedly that she 
didn’t know how to drive. 

The director assured her that she 
would have several days in which to 
practice, so the youthful actress asked 
John Brennan, who plays her boyfriend 
in the film version of the James Jones 
novel, if he would teach her. They 
spend the weekend driving and parking 
Brennan’s new car, which has all the 
latest accessories, including automatic 
transmission and power steering. 

On the day on which Miss Keim’s 
auto driving scene was to take place, 
she announced jubilantly that she was 
all set. Minnelli then showed her the 
car she would use in the scene—a 1946 
vintage automobile with standard trans- 
mission.

A STAR FOR NINE YEARS, DEAN MARTIN 
HAS NOW TURNED INTO DRAMATIC ACTOR 


After nine years and seventeen mo- 
tion pictures in which he had received 
first billing—the system by which 
many people rate movie personalities 
—Dean Martin was one of Holly- 
wood’s biggest stars. That is, according 
to everyone except Dean Martin. 

“When I was offered the role of 
Michael Whitacre in ‘The Young 
Lions,’ I saw an opportunity to be rec- 
ognized as an actor, not just as a star,” 
he declared. “Until then, it seemed I 
only repeated lines. Jerry Lewis would 
say, ‘I’m going to the store.’ ‘You're 
going to the store,’ I would answer.” 

Asked to what he attributed his sud- 
den rise as a dramatic actor, Martin 
replied, “I was given an opportunity 
and I grabbed it. Actually, any pop- 
ular singer should have the ability to 
become a competent actor because a 
singer must be able to sell a song. And 
acting is essential to putting across a 
song—you're selling a characterization. 
Eddie Fisher had a hit recording 
called ‘You've Got To Have Heart.’ 
That is true of both singing and act- 
ing. If you don’t have that, you don’t 
have anything.” 

Martin points out Frank Sinatra 

and Bing Crosby as examples. 
_ “Tt goes unsaid that the ‘thin Italian’ 
is one of show business’ most talented 
singers. However, Sinatra also is a 
remarkable actor, winning an Academy 
Award for ‘From Here to Eternity’ 
and a nomination for “The Man With 
the Golden Arm.’ Crosby is another 
winner, getting his Oscar for ‘Going 
My Way.’ Also they’ve sold a few 
records. But what makes them stand 
out above everyone else is heart.” 

Mr. Martin also has sold a few rec- 
ords. Four of them have gone over the 
1,000,000 mark, with “That’s Amore” 
selling over 3,000,000. Like his close 
friend, Sinatra, Martin now is _rec- 
ognized as a top album seller, which is 
the criterion on which music companies 
base an artist’s popularity.

Director Vincente Minnelli’s idea: 
if you need a Grayhound bus driver 
for a movie role—employ a Grayhound 
bus driver. 

Which is exactly what he did, in 
the person of William Lockbridge, 
during location filming in Madison, 
Indiana, of MGM’s “Some Came Run- 
ning,” screen version of James Jones’ 
best-selling novel.
